On the third of May, Joseph A:- 
sop’s and Robert Kintner’s widely 
syndicated Washington column said 
this: “The President has reached 
the moment when he must make 
the most serious decision of his 
Jong career, Within the last fort- 
night the leading figures of the 
Administration and the mast in 
fluential military and naval experts} 
have all but unanimously ceased to 
hope Britain can win this war with- 
out active American intervention. 
The President must therefore de- 
cide between war and peace for his 
country.” 

It is extremely significant that 
a good many other Washington 
writers, along with men in high 
fiovernment circles, are making si- 
milar statements. The recent ag-| 


gressive speech of Secretary Knox, |, 


in which he said, in effect, that 
America will fight if and when na- 
tional interests make war advisa- 
ble, indicates the way the official | 
wind is blowing. And the President 
went farther than he has usually 
gone, in his speech dedicating Wood- 
row Wilson’s birthplace, made on 
May 4. He said, connecting up the 
“Present crisis with that which con- 
fronted Wilson in, 1917, that this 
country would fight again when- 
ever its basic freedoms were in dan- 
ger from, any quarter. 

This does not mean that there is 
much likelihood of the President 
asking Congress to declare war up- 
on the Axis. In official circles, it 
it believed that there is no need for 
thal~~some think that we might 
become active participants in the 
war without even completely sev- 
ering relations between ourselves 
and Germany, What England wants 
now fs our unlimited naval support 
and the British government is 
making it clear to American rep- 
resentatives in London that with- 
out that support, Hitler will con- 
tinue to hold a disastrous advan- 
tage. 

Lately there were reports that 
American cargo ships, with Ameri- 
can naval escorts, had reached Su- 
ez, though the Navy Department 
at once denied that our ships were 
being used for convoy purposes 
anywhere, To many observors, it is 
evident that the President’s ex- 
tension of our so-called neutrality 
patrol far into the Atlantic, greatly 
increases our chances of becoming 
involved in grave international “in- 
cidents."Theoretically, this patrol is 
simply supposed to spot German 
subs and raiders and then inform 
British convoys and fighting ships 
of their location, Actually, it would 
not come as any particular surprise 
if the Germans attacked our patrol 
vessels -and our vessels roared into 
action in reply. 

Some influential circles are in fa- 
vor of using the American Navy to 
convoy ships right into British 
harbors {if need be--they argue that 
it simply doesn't make sense to 
permit our planes and tanks and 
munitions and other implements of 
war to be sunk. The finest fighting 
equipment ever made is of no ser- 
vice to the democracies, on the bot- 
tom of the ocean. 

What opposition may be expected 
to the steps that may lead us to 
war? At the moment, it looks as if 
Congress will back up the Presi- 
dent in any course he may decide 
upon. The leader of the official op- 
position, Wendell Willkie, sald on 
May 3 that he is absolutely in favor 
of delivering the goods to Britain, 
“whether it be by convoy, airplane, 
accompaniment or any other me- 
thad deemed beat.” He is authori- 
tatively reported to have sent the 
President word that he would sup- 
port him in any such mave, The isu.
